Following is the text of a statement by Earl Browder, 
General Secretary of the Communist Party, in reply toa 
Hyde Park release: 


It is not clear if the “close friend” of the President, 
who is reported as expressing his feeling that in my 
Boston speech last Sunday I “flirted with a charge of con- 
spiring against the Federal Government,” was referring to 
what I actually said, or to the forgery in the New York 


which heads this movement? The 
answer is: Because they know quite well the extremely 
precarious situation of European capitalism, they know 
that this war is placing the socialist revolution on the 
order of the day there as a practical question. 


“They are preparing to come to the rescue of their 
class brothers in Europe against the rise of the revo- 
lutionary working class. They know that America it- 
self, despite the political backwardness as yet of our 
working class, is technically, objectively, the country 
which is the most ripe, the most prepared, for a quick 
transition to socialism, for which it lacks only the un- 
derstanding and the will of the masses to that goal.” 

The statement of the President’s “close friend” is a 
striking example of the war hysteria of which I spokes 
My words about the United States in relation to a future 
socialist system were quite sober and measured words, 
essentially the same as I have been uttering for years. 
Only hysteria could construe them as of such “danger- 
ous” character as to require that I be given “my day in 
court” on their account. Truly, the world situation is 
quite dangerous today, but the greatest danger for the 
American people is the threat to muzzle them, which is 
contained in the statement of the “close friend” of the 
President. Perhaps it would be better if the President 
were advised by some friends who do not believe that 
the capitalist system will collapse under the weight of 
a few speeches such as I made Sunday in Boston.

One Killed As

The His- 
tery covers the whole period from 
the early beginnings of the labor 
movement in Russia, through the 
1905 Revolution, the two revolutions 
of 1917, the periods of intervention 
and reconstruction, the victory of 
socialism, right up to the present 
day. It is in fact a textbook of the 
theory and practice of Marxism- 
Leninism, of the socialist revolution 
and the buikiing of socialism, pre- 
pared by a special Commission of 
the Central Committee of the OP. 
S. U. with the participation of 
Stalin. N 

Outstanding among volumes of 
great contemporary interest is 
Georgi Dimitrov’s “The United 
Front” which contains the writings 
and speeches of the Secretary of 
the Communist International from 
the time of the Seventh World 
Congress of the CJ. in 1935 up to 
the recent period, 


With but one-hundredth the 
strength of the enemies who tried 
to crush it, as Lenin pointed out, 
the Soviet power was born in old 
Russia, 22 years ago, this week. 
Born in the fires of the first im- 
perialist war, its first act was to 
call upon all the peoples and gov- 
ernments immediately to establish 
a democratic peace, based on the 
self-determination of every nation. 
It published and repudiated the se- 
cret imperialist war treaties which 
the tsar's government had signed 
with the Allies.
